REMARKS 

Introductory Comments 

Claims 22-32 and 43-52 are pending in the above-referenced application. In the 
November 29, 2002 Office Action, Examiner Ngo allowed claim 26, and finally rejected 
claims 22-25, 27-32 and 43-52. 

By this Amendment, Applicants have canceled claim 52 without disclaimer or 
prejudice, and amended claims 22, 26, 31, 32, 44, 50, and 51 to place the application in 
condition for allowance or to place the claims in better form for consideration on appeal. 


Claim Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 

Claims 22-25, 27-30, 43, and 46-50 and 52 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Jones, U.S. Patent No. 4,821,878. 
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
